Frantic depositors created 
a dangerous situation in New 
York yesterday, following 
the closing of the Chelsca 
Bank and Trust Company. 
Armed police. kept the crowd 
at bay, though the position 
for some time appears to 
have been critical. 


New York, Dec, 23. 

Amidst the continuing crop of 
bank failures throughout the 
United States, a major sensation 
has been caused by the closing 
to-duy of the Chelsea Bank and 
Trust. Company, of New York 
City. 

The bank was a amall institution 
by comparison with most ef the New 
York banting concerns, and jf was 
mainly oprtronised by thenlrteal 
folk. ' 

It in estimated that the total 
amount of the deposits in the Bank 
is GS18,000,000, 


Scenes in Bronx. 


A crowd of three hundred wild- 
eyed depositors tried to storm the 
Bank’s branch in the Bronx Dis 
trict when the closing: notice was 
exhibited at the main entrance. 

They were’ only repelled by a 
dozen armed policemen, — who 
flourished their revolvers when the 
altuation became pressing, The 
police remain yunrding the bank 
premises as a) precaution. 


Alarmists Arrested, 


Disturbing rumours regarding 
the Chelsen Bank are alleged to 
have been sprend anonymously by 
telephone, Two men have been 
arrested and are held in custody 
on tm charge of circulating false 
information,

OMctal Statement. 


Mr. Franks said this morning :— 
"The majority of the 260 long sen- 
tence prisoners’ are still on strike. 
A certain number have returned to 
work, The prison was quiet last 
night and there was no disturbance 
whatever.” 

In pointing out a technical dis- 
tinction between ‘convicts’ and 
“prisoners,” the Superintendent 
further clarified the position as 
follows:—"The bulk of the convicts 
have’ not returned to work. A 
large number of the short-term 
prisoners have returned to work.” 


Government Acts, 


The Government has — acted 
quickly upon its announcement of 
u proposal, in.accordance with the 
regulations, to put some of the 
ringleaders before British and 
Chinese Justices of the Peace, who 
are to advise the Superintendent 
of Prisons on the disciplinary ac- 
tion to be taken. ;

UP TO INDIANS THEMSELVES. °. 


London, Dec, 28, 

To-day, for the first time, the 
vexed question of the differences 
of opinion between the Hindu and 
Moslem delegates came within the 
official cogniaance of the Indian 
Round Table Conference. 

It is well khown and understood 
that the fatlure of the Conference 
to progress with the rapidity fore- 
shadowed by the auspicious open- 
ing, has been duc to the failure 
of the two communities in private 
meetinis to settle their dispute. 

Both at the Conference have 
snid that they want full self-so- 
vernment, but they are at variance 
on the question of the continuance 
of separate electorates which the 
Moslems now have. 

The Prime Minister has placed 
himself at the disposal of the 
communities as on mediator, 
hitherto his efforts have met with 
little success, 

Strong Appeals, 

To-day a very strong appaal to 
the minorities in India to settle 
their differences with the Hindus 
was made-by Mr. Ramsay Mac- 
Donald presiding over a meeting 
of the Minorities sub-committee of 
the Conference. | 

A similarly strong appeal was 
made by the only two women dele-, 
yates to the Round Table, Mrs. 
Subbarayan (Hindv) and Beyum 
Shah Nawaz (Moslem). . 

After relating the facta of the 
attuation, Mr. Rumsay MacDonald 
sald: , 

.“Jt ig no good your startin 
the working of an*Indian Con- 
stitution and asking any. outside 
authority to settle one of the 
essentiol ‘conditibns of a suc- 
cessful working _ of the Con- 
stitution. ; 

“Therefore, I hope: you ‘will 

‘bend all Your energics to 

creating an atmosphere of good- 

will and progress.” *  -,

CHILD WELFARE, * 


It may come as news to many of 
our readers to learn that there ia 
now in exiatencis a National Child 
Welfare Association, of China, of 
which Dr, H. H. Kung, Miniater of 
Industry of the Nanking Govern- 
ment, is Presidgnt and who was 
largely concerned in its creation. 
The object of this social organisa- 
tion ia to advocate, protect and In- 
sure the rights of the children of 
China, and to promote, in, every 
way possible, their well-being. Ac- 
cording to Dr. Kung, the eatabliah- 
ment of this body represents a pa- 
triotie atlempt to serve the nation 
by helping its coming generation of 
citizens, “in Whose hands rests the 
future of the largest and youngest 
democracy in tie globe.” When we 
consider the plight of so many 
hundreda of thousands of China’s 
children, the Immensity of the work 
which the Association has under- 
taken will be realised. 

In its activities, the Association, 
we learn, is following the guiding 
principle of prevention rather than 
ametioration, and it is developing 
a constructive programme which 
includes the safeguarding of the 
legal rights of children, the estab- 
lishment of child welfare homes, 
‘the care of dependent children, the 
promotion of children’s health, as- 
sistance to’ parents and juvenile 
philanthropists,. and social educa- 
tion aiming at the arousing. of na- 
tional sentiment on’ -children's 
rights. In this connexion, Dr. 
Kung states that the establishment 
of x Juvenile Court in Shanghai is 
not far distant, whilst drafts for 
child protective legis!ntion and a 
declaration of the rights of the 
child have been under study by a 
legal committee and will be aubmitt- 
ed to the National . Government. 
Already n fine start has been made 
in practical work. No fewer than 
four thousand famine children have 
been helped, ‘fifteen children’s In- 
stitutions have beon given psatst- 
ance, oyer fifty helpless: orphans 
have been relieved in: Shanghal, 
fourteon thousand sick children 
have bec ‘given medical afd in 
welfaro clinics, and fifteen hundred 
home visi tag : 
nuraca in itlheraries of health pro- 
paganda. OF ecapecial intorest and 
Importance “are the steps boing 
taken to arouse sentiment in con- 
nexion with, maltreated children. 
Tho Shanghai Child Welfare Ro- 
colving Homo Js an exporlment in 


na have been mado by 


children, Already several children 
have been placed out with foster 
parents and as apprentices. ‘There 
Is also to bo a Child Welfare Home 
established in Nanking; to gorvo 28 
a model for the reat of the country, 

It In renlised that ns tho: ine, 
dustrialisation of China proceeds, 
it will become Increasingly neces- 
sary to guard agninat the exploita- 
tion of children, already in evidence, 
and which is bound to augment the 
ovils that disease and malnutrition 
have alrendy wrought. In this con- 
nexion it may be noted that China’s 
mortality rate {s waatefully high, 
Heing estimated at no” less than 
fifty per cent. That there is ample 
seope for an: organisation of the 
type now brought into being needs 
no emphasising, and here in Hong- 
kong, where child welfare fs being. 
given more attention now than ever 
before in the history of the Colony, 
we cannot but wish well to those 
who have put their hands to this 
huge problem. Their work is based 
on high humanitarian instinets, for 
there can surely be no better work 
than service for and on behalf of 
poor, helpless children. 


Weihaiwei Feeling the Pinch, 


The Chinese residents of Welhai- 
wei have been quick to discover 
xrounds of disantisfaction with the 
new administration, OMmicial acti- 
vities have been largely concerned 
with the operation of the Customs 
Station, the Salt Gabelle .and the 
Harbour Office, and the sudden des- 
cent of burdensome taxation has 
naturally aroused a atorm of pro- 
test. A delegation ix now on its 
way to Nanking charged with tha 
diflcuit task oof persuading — the 
Government to give the aren pre- 
ferential treatment. The prospects 
of succeas, we fenr, are. negligible. 
On behal£ of Weihaiwei it may be 
argued that Britain handed over 
to China a self-supporting aren not 
entirely devoid of x promising fu- 
ture, populated by inhabitants who 
know what is good government—so 
auccinetly appreciated by ‘that soft 
to Sir Reginald Johnston of pure 
spring water ina gpotless white 
bowl—and dependent for its econ- 
ome success upon a maintenance of 
similar conditions, the alternative 
being a valueless nddition to Nan- 
king’s many | responsibilities, On 
the other side, it may be pointed 
ont that Weibaiwei’s existence ag a 
free’ port enabled the trade to 
penetrate beyond the pordera of the 
territory in what practically 
amounted. to an unofficial, though 
quite’ open, form of -smugyling, 
The result was that goods which 
would -otherwise have gone to 
Tsingtao or Chefoo have been di-! 
verted to Wethalwei which thereby 
has been serving un aren cone 
siderably larger. than it ordinarily 
would, “Customs revenues at these 
two ports have suffered te a con- 
siderable degree, and the changed 
circumstances merely have the ef- 
feet of restoring to them their 
rightful volume of trade, Those who 
lived upon this not altogether pro- 
per prosperity must necessarily 
suffer, The official argument’ ia 
one difficult to overcome and how-

“MODERN DEMANDS. 


A . Foochow, Dee. 19. 

A fresh instance of the way in 
whieh Foochow, like the rest of 
China ts changing, Ja the widening: 
of the famous Bridge of Ten 
THowsand Ages. ‘The bridge was 
huflt in the time of the Emperor 
Ta-Teh, of the Yuan dynasty, in 
the-yenr 180 A.D. Under the 
Emperor — Ch'ien-Lung (Tsing 
dynnaty) it was repaired and 
nitered, in the year 1780. When 
@ne remembers that at that time 
the use of machinery was still 
unknown, it is wonderful that the 
bridge has been able to stand the 
streas imposed upon it by the 
swift flow of the River Min, the 
waters of which In time of flood, 
often Now over the surface of the 
rondwnay, Jt4 Deauty has lony 
been an object of admiration by 
yisitorg from all over the world, 
and pictures oF photographs of it 
always provoke delighted = cony 
ment. 


But it baa proved far too narrow 
for modern requirements, Barely 
twelve feet broad, it wis Just 
sufficient for the foot trae of the 
past, The ndvent af rickshas 
caused frequent crowding. and the 
uneven surface made the 
occupanta of the riekshas feel 
more inclined to walk, Then came 
horse-drawn yebleles, and now the 
introduction of —motor-cars has 
made the problem ohne of real 
urgency, Two. cars could not 
pass on the bridge, so a system of 
red and yrreen  Wiehts tins been 
installed, to notify an approaching 
cnr whether It snfe te proceed. or 
not obvious a very unsatiafac- 
tory expedirnt. 


Now a thorough alteration has 
been commenced. A contract has 
been made with a Japanese firm, 
to Jay down a completely new sure 
face of concrete blocks, while 
vaing the old plera that havé so 
well stood the test of time, The 
new bridge is to be two and a half, 
times as wide.as the old one, with 
n carringe-wiy twenty fect broad 
in the middle, and a footpath five 
feet wide on each side. Avcord- 
Ing to the contract, the work is 
to be finished in four months: no 
mean aim, as the total Jength of 
the two bridges (for there is a 
shorter bridge at the south side 
of the Middle Island) ia 1.150 feet 
It will be interesting: to see if the 
time limit will be observed. The 
cost of the alterations will be more 
than $146,000. 

This contract is not the work 
of a moment. Careful investigue 
tion has been going on for some 
time, and we ure assured that the 
changes made will in no way inter- 
fere with the safety of the bridge. 
Now that the work has been 
begun, people are realising: how 
cenveniont the bridge wis, despite 
{th narrowness. Daring altera- 
tions, passengers will be conveyed 
across the river in large forry- 
boats drawn by small mator tugs, 
free of Charge; but the trouble of 
whiting for these boats, getting 
on and off them, &c., will make 
people unwilling to cross the 
river, untess it is really necessary. 
It is interesting to note that the 
authorities, in addition to provid- 
ing these boats, have arranged for 
nm number of men to be on the 
apot, rendy to pull out of the water 
anyone who misses his footing. 
As it Is estimnted that several 
hundred erpss the river every five 
minutes, this precaution is quite 
reasonable. : 7 

At all events, the nlteratin of 
the Bridge of Ten Thousand Ages 
_ is another stan of the new epoch 

which is dawning in China.—

Discussing Chinn's international 
status, Dr. Young says what 
Nationalist China wants js tho 
passing of the unequal treaty 
rexime, but what Is even more im- 
portant fa the passing of the fossil 
mentality, which ougura well for 
the friendly —relatlona between 
China and the Powers, The reaction 
caused by the fore(yn Powers 
dilly-dallylng Js vanishing.

BRITISH WIVES OF 
ALIENS. 


BILL TO RESTORE 
A LOST RIGHT. 


British women who marry for- 
cigners will remain British, if a 
Bill introduced by Dr, Ethel Ben- 
tham, Labour M.P. for Islingten, 
K., becomes law. 

The Bill, known as the Nation- 
ailty of Women Bill, is bac ed by 
Dr, Marion Phillips (Lav. 5u ler- 
fund), 9 Miss | Picton-Turbervill 
(Lab, The Wrekin), Misa i, Wil- 
kingon = (Lub, Middles-brough), 
Misa J. Lee (Lab. Lanark, N.), 
Lady Noel Buxton (Lab., N. Nor- 
folk), Misa /. Rathbone (Ind. 
English Universities), Mr. J. 
Chuter Ede (Lab,, South Shields), 
Mr. H. T. Muggeridge (Lab, 
Romford), Mr. G. Mander ( 
(Wolverhampton, I.) and Mr. C. 
Wilson (Lab, Atterclife), 

A memorandum attached to the 
Bilt, states that the measure res- 
tores to. aw British woman tho 
right she lost in 1870 of retaining 
her British nationality on mar- 
ringe with an alien; and provides 
that a woman who has alrendy lost 
her British nationality by marriage 
shall regain it unless she makes 


a declaration of allienage. 


Wives from Abroad.” 


It further provides that an alien 
woman shall ‘not, as at present, 
nequire British nationality by 
marringe with « British subject. 
It requires her to undergo the 
usual naturalisntion formalities. 
At the same time, the Bill safe- 
guards the position of allen wos 
men who have already been reco 
nised aa British on their marriage 
with British subjects. 

The Bil is on the lines of the 
recommendations of the Imperial 
Conference. oF 


NEW TYPE OF STRAIT 
"WAISTCOAT. 


FOR USE IN MILITARY 
PRISONS. 


A new type of strait waistcoat 
is to be introduced in military de- 
tention burracks and military pri- 
sons, to be used if necessary to 
restrain prisoners undergoing sen- 
tence who may be guilty of violent 
conduct. It takes the place of the 
Joose canvas restraint jacket. 

No soldier under sentence’ fs 
placed under mechanical restraint 
except in cast of urgent neceaaity. 
It is also provided by regulations 
that no soldier shal] be Kept un- 
der-mechanical restraint for more 
than 24 hours without an order In 
writing: from the General: Officer 
Commanding specifying the cause 
and the time under which the‘sol- 
dier is to be so restrained. 

These mechirleat devices are, 
moreover, resorted to ‘only on 
medical grounds and by the direc- 
tion of the medical officer, The 
soldier.under festraint in’ the 
jacket is visited by the medical 
officer at least twice in 24 hours, 
and oftener if necessary. 

Military punishments wore at 
one time considerably more soverc 
than thoy arc to-day. Flogging 
was formerly. carried out on o 
whologate scale, sontonces of 300 
to 600 ashes. ‘being common. 
Evontually flogging disappeared, 
and now “Ficld Punishment No. 
1" has beon tnkon .out of the 
“Manual of Military law.”

A man who has lived in England 
for 46 years—ever since he was 
eight years old—was summoned at 
Marylebone for using a name other 
than that by which he was-ordinari- 
ly known on the date of the out- 
break of the Great War. 

The defendant waa a Dutch sub- 
ject, numed John Philip Katz, of 
Walmer street, Marylcbone. 

His counse] sald that Katz was 
educated at a London Board School, 
married a British woman, and for 
30 years hnd been connected with 
St. Augustine's Church, Hoxton, 
acting ns wideaman and Sunday 
Schoo} teacher. 

He was n man .of most exemp- 
lary character, ‘as the clergy of the 
church would testify. 


‘Tried to Enlist. 
“He was also perfectly patriotic. 


When the. war started he applied, 


to join up, and was told that ho 
could not until he was naturalised, 
and when he asked to be naturalis- 
ed he was told he could not do so 
until the war was over, 

At the end of 1914 he changed 
hia name by deed poll to Scott—the 
Home Office allowing him to do so 
—anand he continued to use that namo 
for four years, when permission 
was withdrawn, 

The Magistrate (Mr. Halkett) : 
Why did the Home Office withdraw 
it 

Counsel; 1 don’t know. | There 
was no suggestion against him and 
there never has been, 

Counsel added that it was the 
defendant's anxiety to become a 
naturalised British subject that 
had brought about the proceed.

The problem of “Where is 
home?” was raised in the Divorce 
Court in a ease concerning the’ 
domicile of- Mr. Herbert Owen 
Fowler. :

It had 
been said that a man's home was 
where his heart was, and that 
might be where the people were 
for whom the man had the most 
affection. 

Ye had no doubt that the home 
tic in the husband's mind had been 
wenkened by the years spent 
abroad, and It might alao be said 
that he had acquired something 
like an international domicile. 

But had Mr, Fowler abandon- 
ed his old relationship with Eng- 
Jund? He had not proved that he 
had a domicile in any State other 
than England. Judgment would 
therefore be in favour of the wife.

Thrown Out of Bed. 


Among those who had amazing 
escapes from serious injury were 
Mrs. IInrrict Brittle, living ‘at 
Whitfleld-strect, who was in bed 
with her 24-hour-old baby. 

Mrs, Brittle said: “I heard an 


J explosion and I was not alarmed, 


but then suddenly there was on- 
ther .tremendous explosion and I 
felt the Whole house rock. © 

“The bed ‘awnayed from side to 
side. The windows were blown 
out. 1 grasped hold of my baby 
with one arm, then grasped hold 
of the bed and got rendy to jump 
out, but my mother came to ms. I 
thought we were being thrown out 
of bed.” 

Another neighbour, Mra. Alice 
Brown, who has been bed-ridden 
for nearly two yenrs, was thrown 
out of bed on to the hearth. 

The general mannger of the 
company, Mr. J. Thornton, after- 
wards gave the following _ state- 
ment to n Newa-Chronicle re- 
porter: 

“The explosion waa due to molten 
slag being poured on to the slag 
heap Which had some water at the 
bottom. The impact of the two 
elements cnused a audden explosion 
of what is technically known 45 a 
“Slag Ball.” 

The ‘molten slag was drawn to 
the henp by a tank engine, the 
driver and fireman of which, 
although standing close to the 
heap, were uninjured.

CHINA PREPARES MEASURES 
FOR JURISDICTION. 


3 Nanking, Dec. 16. 
It Js reported that o definite 


programme providing for the as-| - 


sumption by Chinese courts of 
jurlsdictlon over foreign nationals 
resident In Chinn haa been jointly 
drawn up by the: Executive Yunn 
and the Judicial Yuan and will be 
submitted to the National Govern- 
ment for opproval: and promulga- 
tion. It is generally understood 
- that the proxramme, ‘which Is in- 
tended as an interim mensure be- 
fore the complete abolition of for- 
eign . extraterritorial — privileges, 
will be put into effect after duc 
notificatlon to the Powers con- 
cerned, if diplomatic negotiations 
are not concluded within a reason- 


-able time. 


The programme, it is understood, 
provides for the following —mea- 
sures: 

1-—Speeinl courts will be set up 
in the five principal ports of the 
country; namely, Nanking, Shang- 
hai, Ifankow, Canton and Tientain. 

2 Foreign legal experts, who 
are conversant with the customs 
prevailing In various foreign coun- 
tries, will be engaged by China as 
advisers to these courts, 

3.—-Such foreign ndvisers may 
submit. views and recommenda- 
tiens to the. judges, but may not 
interfere with the trial.

CRASH DUE TO ERROR OF 
JUDGMENT. 


INQUEST VERDICT. 


Singapore Dee. 17. 

The Inquest.on Mr, L. F. Willes 
Johnson, the member of the Singa- 
porte Flying Club who was killed 
on Dee, 11, when the machine he 
was flying crashed in the harbour, 
concluded yesterday. 

Tho. jury found. that death wis 
caused by asphyxia from drown- 
ing, due to a seaplane which Mr. 
Willes Johnson wan flying getting 
into a spin through an‘ error of 
judgment on the part of the pilot, 
and that the pilot was unable to ex- 
tricnte the machine from the spin 
instime to avoid the crash. : 

The ‘jury also found that the 
machine was airworthy at the time 
of tho accident and that no 
blame attached to any member of 
of the staff of the Flying Club. 

Filght.-Lieut. Potter, describing 
the history of the fliyht, said that 
on Dec, 9. Mr. Willes Johnson had 
failed in his altitude test through 
landing short of the mark. He 
was very keen to try again and 
had safd he was sure he would 
succeed next, time,

£800,000 CLAIM. 


RUSSIAN ORDERS FOR 
PRODUCTS OF VICKERS. 


Mr. Justice Wright, in the King’s 
Bench Division: gnve judgment in 
an action which Continental Con- 
tractors, Limited, of Central House, 
E.C., brought 
against Vickers-Armstrong, Limit- 
ed, of ‘Vickers House, Broadway, 
Westminister, claiming commission 
and damages for alleged breach of 
ngreement in connexion with the 
supply to Russia of armaments 
and other Vickers products. 

It was stated that the three 
directors of ‘the pfaintiff company 
were big industrialists in Russia 
before the revolution. Their case 
was that in October, 1926, they 
contracted with Vickers, Limited, 
to obtain orders for the sale to 
Russia of certnin Vickers products, 
and that, subsequently, the agrec- 
ment was varied to include arma- 
ment products and to extend to 
Vickers’s subsidiary companies. 
They also sald that on the forma- 
tion of Vickers-Armstrong they 
agreed to act for that company 
under the aume terms as they were 
working for Vickers, Limited. 
They claimed that £800,000 was 
due to’ them as commision. 

The defendants denied that the 
nyreement was extended to include 
armaments or varied as alleged by 
the plaintiffs. 

Mr, Justice Wright said that he 
could not go outside the clear and 
precise language of the written 
ugreements of: October, 1926, and 
May, 1928, and plaintiffs’ claim on 
that issue therefore failed. 

The defendants, had _ udmitted 
that thelr termination’ of the last 
agreement constituted: a breach, 
and the question of dumaxes In 
that reapect would be referred to 
a referce. -

In view of the great success 
registered by the firat rogular air 
service in South China, that link- 
ing up Canton and Wuchow, which 
has been {In operation since the 
Ist inst. {t has been decided to 
establiah other linea immodintely. 


The firat-of the new airways to. 


be put in operation will be, one 
linking up Swatow and Canton, o 
distance of 223 miles, which will 
be Inaugurated on the Ist January 
next. This will be followed 
most immediately by the establish- 
ment of an afr line Iinking up 
Canton with -Hoihow (Hainan 
Inland) and Pakhol, a distance 
of 300 miles. 


The fares are calculated on a 
basis of twenty cents per milo 
and work out at $22.40 to Wuchow, 
$41.60 to Swatow and $60 to 
Hothow. When the air lines 
are well established, it is proposed 
to mnke calls at intermedinte 
places’ auch arn Sam-shul and

MOTOR CYCLING. 


ROAD TRAFFIC ACT'S EFFECT 
ON CLUB TRIALS. _ 


London, Dee. 1, 

On Saturday evening some 350 
members and. guests of the Motor- 
Cycling Club held their 24th an- 
nual dinner ut the Connaught 
Rooms under the chairmanship of 
Mr. J. Van Hooydonk, one of the 
original eight ‘motorists who 
founded the club in 1901. 

Although not referred to public- 
ly in Mr, B, Mariana’ speech tonst~ 
ing the continuous success of this 
popular cur and motor-cycle club 
with its 1,200 members, many of 
these present wondered amongst 
themselves how.this and  othor 
similar sporting organisations 
would fare under Section 13 of 
Part 1 of the'new Road Trafic 
Act which now comes into opera- 
tion. This section states that any 
person promoting or taking part 
in a race or trial of speed between 
motor vehicles on a public high- 
way shall be Ilablo to imprison- 
ment for a term not exceeding 
three months or to a fine not ex- 
ceeding £60, or to both fine and 
imprisonment; also, unless tho 
Court thinks fit. to order | other 
wise, be disqualified for 2 period 
of 12 months after conviction from 
holding or 
Meonce.
